At certain spots (unstated) the mumber of Soviet 
soldiers has been increased to 4,000, In general, 
these soldiers are equipped with automatic weapons, 
and. some do not wear border guard insignia, 
Constant movenent of military personnel in both 
directions between Nakhichevan and Dehulfa by train 
and by Vehicle took place.

sounds of these digging operations go that inhable 
tante of the area would be unawere of the activity.

A weekly summary of Soviet border activities for the week ending 14 July 1951 
follows. uch of the information contained in this: summery overlaps the more 
detailed daily reports given above} however. some additional infornation is 
presented o , 


Azerbaidzhan Area 


3. During the recent week a considerable anount of border activity took place 
in the area of Dzhulfa and Nakhichevan. In general, all border posts on the 
Soviet aide of the Araxea River were strengthened by the addition of new 
personnel and the placing of new equipment at the disposal of the new arrivals. 
The increase was such that at certain points of the Drhulfa area the number of . 
border guards waa increaged up to 4,000 men. At night trenches were dug and 
afferts were made by the Soviets to conceal the fact that digsing was talking 
place. The new troops on the border generally are equipped with automatic 
weapons, and moat of them do not wear border guard Insignia. This indicates 
that certein unite of the Soviet army which do not belong to the Border Guards 
have been transferred to the frontier area in order to strengthen the border 
posts. ; 


10. An increase in activity has also veen noticed in the Soviet posts of the Astara 
area as compared with the previous week. For example, the mumber of guards at 
the Korpi post has boen increased from 80 men to about 200 men. During the 
past woek, an infantry battalion equipped with six trucks, two jeeps, and one 
ontiealroraft machine gun has been observed engaging in maneuvers behind the 
road noar [iaidar iahalleh. A fighter aircraft end a reconnaissance aircraft 
have flown along the border. In addition to colored rockets fired opposite 
the ‘Khoshieh| Dehanesh, Haidar ‘shalleh, and Bagohen Saroh posts and the post 
neax the bridge at Astara, searchlichts heve been played over the area. 
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Total rail traffic during the last week was: Opposite Pol Dasht, 66 trains; 
opposite Dzhulfa, 66 trains; opposite Sia Rud, 29 trains; opposite Khuda 


-Aferin, 21 trains; and opposite Latfabad, 104 trains. 


Occasionally carloads of soldiers have been observed in ordinary trains, 

but on 6 July and 9 July two troop trains were observed going toward Nakhichevan. 
These trains wore composed of 124 oars, of which 52 were full of soldiers, 36 
were. loaded with trucks which were filled with soldiers, 26 were loaded with 
truoks, and the others were loaded with fifteen 75 mm guns and four anti- 
aircraft machine puns. 


Total road traffic during the last week comprisod 471 trucls, eight jeeps, 15 
autos, and $2 carts transporting military personnel, ammunition, and food 
supplies throughout the arca along the Araxes River and in the district 
aroun Astara and Lenioren.
